Voices may have violated the Federal Election Campaign Act of 1971, as amended ("the

The complaint was not sent to you earlier due to an administrative oversight. 
Under the Act, you have the opportunity to demonstrate in writing that no action should 
be taken against Patriot Voices in this matter. Please submit any factual or legal 
materials that you believe are relevant to the Commission's analysis of this matter. 
Where appropriate, statements should be submitted under oath. Your response, which 
should be addressed to the General Counsel's Office, must be submitted within 15 days of 
receipt of this letter. If no response is received within IS days, the Commission may take 
further action based on the available information. 

This matter will remain confidential in accordance with 52 U.S.C. §§ 
30109(a)(4)(B) and 30109(a)(12)(A) unless you notify the Commission in writing that 
you wish the matter to be made public.
